more pronounced that for the 
good of civilization and the 
sake of the future the allies 
ought not go too far in exact- 
ing their pound of flesh. The 
French attitude 
everywhere 


jwas regarded as too severe. 
'The other allies understood 
I what France had suffered, but 
they feared that even M. 
Briand was quite willing to 
press Germany past the break- 
ing point, and with this atti- 
tude there was no sympathy. • 


Almost overnight the senti- 


ment in England and America 
at least has changed. 
The 


! first German proposal indicated 
| that the Berlin government, 
! backed by its people, intended 
j to assume no more of the bur- 
den of reparations than it was 
goaded into assuming. 
Lloyd 


George, speaking for the al- 
lies, made clear that this meant 
comparative German prosper- 
ity. 
France, with a heavier 


war debt and heavier losses 
than Germany, would have to 
rebuild more of the devastated 
regions than the nation she 
had vanquished. This, in prin- 
ciple at least, was not to be 
considered. 
Whatever 
Germany might 


physically be unable to do was 
i still .a question. In the mean- 
i time she must accept responsi- 
jbility for the destruction for 
j which she was chiefly to blame. 
j This she could only^do by com- 
1 plying with the terms of the 
j Paris conference. Lloyd George 
intimated that if time should 
prove her inability to meet the 
entire bill against her, modifi- 
cations might be expected. By- 
signing for the whole she 
would show her willingness to 
pay to the largest part prac- 
ticable.

The Simons proposal 
and 


! the Lloyd George speech clari- 
ified the situation fqr all the 
world but Germany. For her 
it was not then and has not been 
] since clarified. She has dem- 
j onstrated the insincerity of her 
I original proposals by making 
j new ones, but has still failed to 
| meet the moral issue raised 
! concerning reparations. Her 
i press has, in fact, gone back to 
) the question of who started the 
j war, and provoked the opinion 
of the word by showing that 


s Germany is still in the 1914 
1 frame of mind. The result has 
jbeen that the 
definite ad- 
| vantage which she held a week 
i ago has gone up in words. She 
! has renewed the distrust of 
'England 
and America, and 


given a moral sanction to the 
present invasion.

She has done more. She has 


prolonged a period of bitter- 
ness and unreason which might 
seon have had an end. The Al- 
lies may not profit by crossing 
jthe Rhine, but Germany will 
, pay a terrible penalty for her 
. attitude during the last week. 
• Probably it will not be a physi- 
! cal penalty—Germany may be 
! expected to come to any terms 
'as soon as French -bayonets 
; glisten under a Westphalian 
I'sun. She will pay in the loss 


• of an invaluable spirit of toler- 
1! ation and 
even friendliness 
| which had begun to develop for 
''her both here and in Great 
i' Britain.
